Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amended claims have not been entered for 
reasons presented above. 

With respect to rejection of claims under 35 U.S.C. 1 12 1^' paragraph, Applicants argue "[t]he Office Action states that the specification 
does not provide guidance or a working example for preventing or reducing hearing impairment caused by chemical agents other than 
cisplatin; however, the Office Action speaks only to other chemical agents such as aminoglycosides, antibiotics, ototoxic diuretics, or certain 
quinine-like compounds. The Office Action provides no rationale for distinguishing between reducing hearing impairment caused by 
cisplatin and reducing hearing impairment caused by other platinum-containing antineoplastic agents." This argument is convincing in part. 
However, while the argument overcomes the rejection of platinum containing antineoplastic agents other than cisplatin, it does not 
overcome the rejection to other causative agents as disclosed in the un-amended claim set. If Applicants' presently suggested 
amendments to Claim 11 were entered in a continued examination of the Application, the 112 1^ paragraph rejection would be withdrawn.
